At  approx  Iwtely  Ui}0  |4^«  on  Sovenber  24,  19*3,  I,  Defceotlve 
Jaw*  R,  Ramsoy  1527,  went  Into  the  htiiwtrt  of  the  city  hall 
and  stationed  «ys«lf  by  tbo  assent  pillar*  next  to  tho  three 
parking  stall*  reserved  for  the  Chief  Officers. 

1 received  instructions  along  with  other  detective*  frost  Captain 
w.&.  Jonea  to  plaee  myself  approximately  at  tho  start  of  tho 
exit  ramp  far  the  security  of  Lee  Harvey  Oswald. 

I saw  ttr.  Oswald  being  led  on  to  tho  ramp  In  the  basement 
heard  a shot,  and  X immediately  star  ted  running  toward  a whlta 
male  detect lvea  k»8.  Chafers  end  a few  other  officers  had 
seised  the  auspeet*  tifaen  1 reached  the  suspect,  approximately 
five  to  six  officers  end  X assisted  In  sobduslng  the  suapeet 
end  taking  tala  to  the  Ml  office,  X eclated  In  the  search  of 
the  suspect's  person.  Se  was  hsndouffsd  and  as  he  was  being 
picked  up  from  the  floor,  the  suspect  stated,  *X  wanted  to  save 
the  State  sow*  money*.  He  was  then  taken  by  other  polios  officers 
into  th*  Jail  off  lea  olovater.  I than  went  'to  tee  Barvoy  Oswald 
who  wee  lying  on  the  floor  Inside  the  Jail  office  usd  observed 
the  City  Ml  hooter  administer  aid  to  him.  there  was  a bullet 
in  Oswald' e left  elds,  and  there  wee  powder  wwHMta  around  the

X thno  helped  other  offloore  and  ambulance  attendants  plaee 
Oswald  on  the  streatoher  and  place  him  Into  the  arabulanoe,  which 
was  waiting  or.  the  reap  In  the  bsa#«ent. 

X then  aoomsplied  Lt.  McKinney  and  four  other  de too Ives  to 
Parkland  Hospital  to  establish  security  measures  at  tho 
capital.
